Business Features of the City Re-
viewed, With Suggestions,

POINTERS ON BIG TRANSACTIONS,

Impertant Deals Closed and Others Hung
Up by Antagoenistic Views. -

THE NEWS AND GUSSIP OF THE TOWN

The business situation last week was ss
much like that of the previons six days as
pen is like pea. 1t was aclive and healthy,
with fall production, good distribution and
steady values, which is all that need be said
of it, except, perhaps, to remark that the
baok clearings were §3,525000 in round
numbers greater than for the same portion
of time lust year.

Pittsburg is peculiar in one respect—a
great deal of important business never
reaches the surface. If it all passed through
the Cleariug Honse, as is the case in other
cities, she would stand much higher in the
financial world, permanently ranking Balti-
more, S8an F | and Cinc ti in the
volume of bank exchanges. Local pride should
be sufficient inducement to make everyihuog
count.

Thersare secrets in all activities. The buy-
ing and selling of real estate is a conspicuons ex-
smple. Dealings in bonds, stocks and petro-
lsum are mare or less open, but it often hap-
pens that when a man acquires or disposes of
& piece of property he pledges himself and
everybody else connected with the transaction
to absolate secrecy, This is nearly always the
case if the deal be a large oone. Instances of
this secretiveness are not wanting. The facts
in regard to several important sales consum-
mated a year and more ago are still withheld,
The watchword of the Equitable Insurance
Company when it startad out to buy up the
Cedtral Hotel block wassecrecy. The syndicate
operating in the Squirrel Hill district and other
parts of the Twenty-third ward constanily keep
their fingers on their lips lest some tale-telling
word should escaps them.
